Simon John made a declaration 
that he would protest his innocence 
with his dying breath.

Those who made their, way out of 
the building turned at once to aid 
the victims, but they fobnd little op¬ 
portunity to do so, the only exit, ex¬ 
cept window*, being cut off. 

Jumped From Windows. 

Seeing the hopelessness of their 
position, a number of persons Jumped 
from' the ^rindows, suffering frac¬ 
tures of bones and other injuries. 
Several mothers hurled their chil¬ 
dren into eager hands below. 

Forty children, sixteen men and 
fifteen women, including a negro 
nurse, were burned to death, and two 
young white men are missing, and in 
some cases, because all members of 
families lost their lives, bodies re¬ 
main unclaimed.

“We have got Into a way of think¬ 
ing sciences and history are the most 
Important studies This is not so. 
These will not <g*.ve us the best grip 
of the problems wo have to face. 
Literature is what we need—human 
experience. As a whole It Is human 
experience. f 

"Actions of Human 

"What makes a work of fiction live 
Is the genera] mental attitudes of the 
men and women. This is whit we 
need—to study actions of the human 
mind. 

“Poetry expressee the real crises of 
life," the speaker continued. *’If we 
wish to understand ths history of 
our own country we must read the 
actual experiences of people who ac¬ 
tually lived In those times We get 
a balanced judgment of the age that 
has passed. In this way. 

“Rut we must also understand the 
literature of othsr nations. There 
must be International understanding. 
There must be amicable relations. We 
may get this In the afore-mentioned 
manner.” 

"We are very careful to guard con* 
tag ion of our bodies, but are we care¬ 
ful In ths same degree with our 
minds? W# must, be careful." Miss 
Stewart stated, "as to how we accept 
‘snap’ Judgments. We often form our 
judgment of a whole nation from a 
few examples." 

Litsrature as Quids. 

“If we know a. people through their 
literature we can really understand 
that nation." was the idea expressed 
la Miss Stewart’s brilliant address. 

"By paying attention to literature 
of u nation we get opinions of this 
other nation In their proper prospec¬ 
tive. We must choose that which Is 
worth while from that which Isn’t. In 
forming our opinions.” said the 
speaker.--— --i 

“Literature is a sort of guide as to 
what other people have suffered or 
dons during their lives ’* ' Thus we 
profit In our own existence, and can 
understand “that which Is significant 
In the life before us.” she declared. 

Lindley Crease, K. C.. who presided 
summarised the outstanding argu¬ 
ments in Miss Stewart’s address and 
pointed out that thsy wers Important 
In the eyes of the British-American j 
League.

Xor should it he forgotten that Victoria need 
not worry about giant factories and consider them 
i as the only means of industrial salvation.

J duce more than it requires. 

After this Community has added to its popula¬

THE WEALTH THAT WAITS. 

People who object to a more liberal intfnigra- 
tion policy, because they imagine Ihcro 
would be less work if our population were larger* 
seem to ignore the fact that there is a migration— 
perhaps not as serious as some believe—from 
( Canada to the United States where there are 
110,000,000 people. It does not follow that all 
those Canadians who cross the border find our 
neighbor’s country an Eldorado; but the point to 
remember is that most of them find a niche and 
begin to produce. In other words they justify 
I their admission and increase the wealth of their 
adopted country by their own endeavor. This in 
turn broadens the industrial and agricultural field 
upon which others may go and settle and 
. prosper. 

If Canada were not a land of great natural re¬ 
sources it would be an entirely different matter. 
But when it cornea to assessing our national 
wealth on a per capita basis we find that the 
; Canadian is the richest man in the world. It will 

■ be argued that this pleasant picture does not get 
him very far. Quite true; but what is the reason! 
In dealing with this very question The Manitoba 

’ Free Press pointedly suggests that n fish in the 
lake is not worth anything until it is neatly 
spread in the frying pan. Xor does the tree in 
the forest become valuable until it can be made 
into lumber. Consequently if this Canadian who 

• is enormously wealthy on paper is actually Imrd 

■ up in reality it is purely because he is waiting 
for other people to help him to dig’ up the coin 
that rightly belongs to him. 

We contend that the Dominion of Canada can 
absorb all the people who care to come here. 
British Columbia should be supporting, and it 
would be a simple matter if all our natural re- 
’ sources wvre attacked in an energetic manner not 
600,000 but 10.000.000 people. Vancouver 
Island alone is infinitely richer than Bel- 
. gium; her timber is in excess of that of 

• Sweden; and yet this part of the Province! 

• can boast of only two paper mills as 1 
against Sweden’s 200. It is people we want— 

• people to catch the fish and cut the trees and dig 

• the minerals and cultivate the land. Give them 
_ '■ a chance io -do-these tbtngs—-not govern their 

entrance to this country by a lot of silly regula¬ 
tions—and they will come. It will then be much 
simpler for those who are here to make' a living 
' in one of the greatest countries of the world. 

It is to be hoped that when British Columbia’s 
; representative sets his programme in motion in 
Great Britain he will emphasize these salient feat- 
' uresof Canada’* needs and Canada’s promises to 

■ the industrious. The wealth is here and he can 
j show it in figur es- th at nay not be challenged.

, TORONTO’* WAT. 

Plenty of support will be aecorded the Judge 
in the Women’s Court at Toronto in ordering the 
lash applied to men guilty of assault on women. 
Reports of cases in which this form of punish¬ 
ment has been ordered indicate that prisoners 
show extreme signs of uueasiness when this sen¬ 
tence is given. • 

There can be no doubt about the efficacy of 
the lash. It should be ordered a good deal more 
frequently than is the ease at present. A man 
who beats or assaults a woman is a coward and a 
coward hates to be hurt himself. And the public 
should not be so prone to sob for the criminals 
and ignore the victim. Xew York’s Police Com¬ 
missioner'-points out that the victim, is remem¬ 
bered until the criminal is caught. After that 
the latter usually becomes the centre of sympa¬ 
thetic interest—as if he or she were innocent and 
iu great jeopardy. 

It goes without saving that the practice of 
sending flowers to the convicted murderer 
awaiting death on the scaffold embodies an ex, 
traordinary conception of justice, and the 
sooner it, and other forms of misplaced senti¬ 
mentalism. ceases the better the chance will be to 
decrease the number of victims of foul play. 

i H0N0R8 IN BRITAIN. 

Even Great Britain is getting nervy about 
honors and the honors system. The Lord Chan¬ 
cellor has introduced a bill in the House of Lords 
that provides for severe penalties for persons 
“touting for honors or accepting gifts for obtain¬ 
ing honors.’’ The measure is known as the Honors 
Prevention of A buses Bill—quite an intriguing 
title—and the penalties actually provide for a 
term of imprisonment not exceeding two years, 
or a fine not exceeding £500. 

This announcement will probably come as a 
surprise to Premier Smuts and his colleagues in 
the South African Parliament. Only the other 
day the House voted down a resolution, moved 
by Labor Leader Cress well, which sought to ask 
Jbe King to refraifi from conferring any more 
honors upon South Africans. After all one is con¬ 
strained to believe that Gladstone and Chamber- 
lain were about right in their attitude towards 
tins form of natimml gratitude -_ 

BRING THEM BACK. 

Ottawa might reasonably reconsider the ease 
of the Canadian ex-service men who took their 
discharge in Great Britain and now find them¬ 
selves in difficulties. After spending $25,000 of 
the $150,000 allocated for the repatriation pro¬ 
cess the whole scheme appears to have been 
dropped last month. This would seem to be par¬ 
ticularly unfortunate in view of the fact that 
conditions under which assistance could be ob¬ 
tained included a provision that thp applicant, 
should get a promise of employment m this coun¬ 
try before returning. The plan did not become 
effective until last October and actually operated 
'luring the very months when unemployment in 
this country is obviously at its peak. ’ Now is 
surely the time to let these men take advantage 
of the grant. After all this country needs more 
people and the least that could be offered to 
former members of theC. E. F. is a chance to get 
back to Canada with a* little difficultv as |x>«- 
sible. s

Russians are volunteering their services to the 
Soviet Government in the event of a conflict be¬ 
tween Great Britain and Russia.

Canada's league of Xations Society is to meet 
in Ottawa. We shall look forward to the day 
when every town, city and hamlet will be able to 
boast of a subsidiary organization that has for its 
aim and object universal peace. Until peace be¬ 
comes as popular as politics the war-mongers will 
be able to get in their nefarious work. 

Leonid Krassin has scorned the idea that 
British workmen could be bought with Russian 
money. Here is an obvious indication of wis¬ 
dom ami good judgment. The average working¬ 
man in Britain is in the habit of doing his-think- 
ing for himself. He does not maintain an Extra¬ 
ordinary Coirfmittee at some central point to tell 
him what he shall do, eat and wear. 

Wg are reminded that the forest fire season is 
once more with us. According to Forestry Branch 
statistics Vancouver Island district ’ already 
records fifty-three fires. Which means that those 
people who use the out-of-doors should be par¬ 
ticularly careful about the manner iu which they 
dispose of cigarette and cigar ends, of how they 
leave the remains of the camp fire.

In an earlier chapter we have de¬ 
scribed the Roman republic, and Ha 
mixture of modem features with 
dark superstition and primordial sav¬ 
agery, aa tho Neanderthal anticipa¬ 
tion of the modern democratic state. 

A time may come when people will 
regard the contrivances and machin¬ 
ery of the American constitution aa 
the political equivalents of the im-* 
plements and contrivances of Neo¬ 
lithic man. They have served their 
purpose well, and under their pro¬ 
tection the people of the 8tatcg have 
grown into one of the greatest, most 
powerful and most civilised com¬ 
munities that tho world has yet seen. 

But there in no reason in that for 
regarding the American constitution 
as a thing more final and unalterable 
than the pattern of street railway 
.} hat overshadows ma ny of New York 
thoroughfares, or TKe excellent and 
homely type of house architecture 
that still prevails in Philadelphia. 
These things have served a purpose 
well, they have their faults, and they 
can be improved. 

Th# Need of Revision. 

Our political contrivances. Just as 
much as our domestic anil mechani¬ 
cal contrivances, need to uniTergt' 
constant revision as knowledge and 
understanding grow. 

Since the American constitution 
was planned, «ur conception of hla- 


der-development of the brain andi 
nerves, which hampers tho wholo 
growth of the social body. 

By European standards, by the 
standard of any Mate that huS ex¬ 
isted hitherto, the level of the com-i 
mon education of America Is high: 
but by the standard of what it might 
he, America is an uneducated coun¬ 
try. 

And' those fathers of America 
thought also thnt they had but to 
leave tho press free, and every on© 
would live in the light. They did 
not realise that a free press could 
develop a sort of constitutional ve¬ 
nality duo to its relations with ad¬ 
vert isern. and that largo newspaper 
proprietors could become buccaneers 
of opinion and insensate wreckers of 
good beginnings. 

And. finally, tho makers of Ameri¬ 
ca had no knowledge of the com¬ 
plexities of vote manipulation. 

Cruds Ways of Election.

Tom PJpalne, Benjamin Franklin. 
Patrick Henry. Thomas Jefferson, 
tho Adam cousins. Madison. Alex¬ 
ander Hamilton and George Wash¬ 
ington. 

li Is hard to meaaure the men 
of one period of history wfth those 
In another. Homo writers, even 
American writer* impressed by the 
artificial splendors of the European 
courts and by the tawdry and de¬ 
structive exploits of a Frederick 
the Great or a Great Catherine, 
display a snobbish shame of some¬ 
thing homespun about these 
makers of America. They feel that 
Benjamin Franklin at the court of 
Louis XVI.. with his long hair, his 
plain clothes and. his puwky man¬ 
ner, was sadly lacking In aristo¬ 
cratic distinction. 

The Measure of Greatness. 

But stripped of their personalities.: 
Louis XVI. was hardly gifted enough 
or o o bie- m inde d en ou gh to be Frank - 
tnu* vstor. rr human grextneis is 
a matter of scale and glitter, then 
no doubt Alexander the Great Is at 
the aficx of human greatness. But 
is greatness that? Is not a great 
man rather one who. In'* great posi¬ 
tion or amidst great opporlunltlen- 
and great glfta nr© no more than 
great opportunities—serves God and 
his fellows with a humble heart? 

And quite a number of these 
Americans of the revolutionary 
time do seem to have displayed 
much disinterestedness and devo¬ 
tion. They were limited men. falli¬ 
ble msi, but on the whole they 
seemed to have cared more lor the 
commonweal they were creating 
than for any personal end or per¬ 
sonal vanity. It Is difficult ho t t o 
concede them a distinguished great- 
ness of mind. 

True they were limited In knowl- 
edg»* and outlook; they were 
limited by the limitations of the 
time. They w'ere, like all of u*. 
men of mixed motives; good im¬ 
pulses arose in their minds, great 
ideas swept through them, and also 
they could lie jealous, laxy. ob¬ 
stinate. greedy, vicious. 

If one were to write a true. full, 
and particular history of the mak¬ 
ing of the United States, it would 
hav© to be written with charity and 
high spirits as a splendid comedy 
rising to tho noblest ends. i
